Information Disclosure Statement 



2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 12/08/2003 is being considered 
by the examiner. 

Specification 



3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is hmited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist ^ 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not a concise summary of the 
invention, rather it is the first claim in the appUcation. Correction is required. See MPEP

5. A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied by a 
statement that it contains no new matter. 

Claim Objections 

6. Claims 1-23 is objected to because of the following informalities: The recitation "first 
fastening studs/' "first bumps," "first of the plates," "second fastenmg studs," "second bumps," 
"second of the plates" etc. is misleading since the "first" or "second" or "third" is a description 
of a singular entity. Appropriate correction is required. For purpose of examination, the 
examiner will disregard the recitation -first, second, third— md interprets the objects being 
described as singular. 

7. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informaUties: The recitation "an at least 
partly optical component" is confusing since "an" describes a singular noun; however, the 
recitation "partly" impUes less than a whole. Is "partly optical component" operable? Claim 1 
exemplifies such idiomatic language found throughout the disclosure and claim language. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

8. Claims 5-18 and 23 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent clauns 4-17 and 22. See MPEP § 608.01(n). Accordingly, the 
claims have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, \^ch the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the plate" in line 7. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. The insufficient antecedent basis, as pointed out, exists in the 
subsequent dependent claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
intemational application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the intemational application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

12. Claims 1-4 and 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Murali 
(US 6,650,817 B2). Murali teaches an optical arrangement comprising two parallel plates (Fig.2; 
1, 2) each with through holes forming optical input/output with given plates. Furthermore, there 
is a photodetector 32 shown between the two plates. Fig. 7 shows a bump 8 and pad 9 bondable 
when heated and allows the plates to align. 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not reUed upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Publication entitles "Passive Fibre Alignment on Optoelectronic Components for 
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Electro-Optical Links Based on Single-Chip Technology and VCSELs by Souriau et al. teaches 
the concept of the application in its entirety.
